Cancer  Deaths : — 


Eight  were  registered  of  which  5 were  under  the  age  of  50. 
Three  cases  occurred  in  Woodville  and  3 in  Overseal. 


Causes  of  Sickness  :■ — 

Influenza  has  not  been  nearly  so  prevalent  during  this  year. 

There  was  no  wide-spread  epidemic  of  infectious  disease. 
Five  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified.  Antitoxin  was  used 
in  every  case. 

Nine  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  28  cases  of  Pneumonia  and 
4 of  Erysipelis  were  notified.  Also  1 case  of  Cerebro-spinal 
Fever  and  1 of  Encephalis  Lethaigica  (Sleepy  Sickness). 

Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  Chicken  Pox  were 
prevalent  in  May — Whooping  Cough  in  October,  Chicken  Pox 
in  November,  Chicken  Pox,  Mumps  and  Measles  in  December. 

The  only  deaths  from  infectious  diseases  were  1 Whooping 
Cough,  1 Cerebro-spinal  Fever  and  3 Influenza. 


5.— Nursing  arrangements,  etc* 

A District  Nurse  is  provided  by  the  County  Nursing 
Association  for  the  Parish  of  Woodville  for  Overseal  and 
for  Ticknall.  The  Local  Authority  is  not  concerned  in  this 
arrangement.  The  nurses  are  in  each  case  certified  Midwives 
and  attend  a considerable  proportion  of  the  confinements. 
They  are  therefore  not  available  for  the  nursing  of  Infectious 
cases. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres: — 

There  are  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  in 
Woodville  and  Ticknall. 

There  is  a School  Clinic  in  Swadlincote  to  which  cases  of 
eye  disease  or  defect  and  dental  cases  from  the  schools  of  this 
district  may  be  sent  when  necessary.  Throat,  nose  and  ear 
cases  from  the  schools  are  sent  to  the  Derby  Centre. 

There  is  a Tuberculin  Dispensary  at  Burton-on-Trent  to 
which  all  school  cases  are  sent. 

These  are  all  provided  or  partly  so  by  the  Derbyshire 
Education  Authority  through  the  “Medical  Inspection  of 
School  Children  Department.” 

The  Derbyshire  County  Council  provide  accomodation 
at  the  Chesterfield  Sanatorium  for  tuberculous  patients  (adults 
and  children).  There  ate  twelve  beds  for  children.  Further 
accommodation  for  childien  has  now  been  provided  at  Bretby 
Hall. 


There  is  no  ambulance  provision  for  general  use  in  the 
district  but  the  collieries  provide  ambulance  facilities  for 
accidents  occuring  on  their  premises. 

For  Infectious  cases  (notifiable  cases  only)  accommodation 
is  provided  by  the  Leicestershire  Isolation  Hospitals  Committee 
under  special  agreement  with  the  Local  Authority.  These 
cases  are  usually  removed  to  Swannington  Hospital  by  motor 
ambulance  in  the  Ashby  Rural  District  (scarlet  fever)  and  to 
the  Ibstock  Isolation  Hospital  (diptheria).  There  is  no 
hospital  accommodation  for  Small  Pox  cases  in  the  district. 

6m— Laboratory  Work. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  provided  gratis  (for  suitable  cases) 
by  the  Local  Authority  and  is  used  in  every  case  by  most  of 
the  Practitioners  in  the  district.  Cases  of  Diphtheria  are  in 
consequence  seldom  removed  to  hospital. 

Pathological  and  Bacteriological  examinations  are  made 
at  the  County  Laboratmies  in  Derby,  free  of  charge.  The 
examinations  in  this  district  are  chiefly  used  in  cases  of 
Diphtheria  and  Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  bacteriological  specimens  examined  was  23. 

Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children  : — 

The  attendance  of  mothers  at  the  examination  of  the 
children,  especially  the  young  ones,  is  very  good  approximating 
80  per  cent.  Their  interest  in  the  examination  is  marked  and 
there  is  no  difficulty  in  securing  their  consent  to  operative  or 
other  treatment  advised. 

The  interest  of  all  the  teachers  concerned — both  head 
teachers  and  assistants — is  most  marked  and  their  assistance 
is  valuable. 

The  School  nurse  is  invariably  present  and  her  work  both 
in  the  schools  and  in  the  homes  is  exceptionally  good. 

Dental  treatment  is  given  at  the  School  Clinic  in  Swadlin- 
cote and  is  being  taken  advantage  of  in  almost  every  case. 
The  general  condition  of  the  children’s  teeth,  however,  has 
steadily  improved  during  the  last  few  years.  This  clinic  and 
the  Tonsil  and  Adenoid  clinic  are  of  great  and  increasing 
value.  Both  Aural  and  Eye  work  are  included  in  the  routine 
of  this  clinic  and  the  attention  giveu  by  the  nurses  to  minor 
ailments  among  school  children  is  very  valuable. 


7m— Sanitary  Requirements. 

(7 ) Water  Supplies : — 

Woodvilleis  at  present  supplied  by  Ashby  and  Swadlincote 
Water  Board  and  part  of  Overseal  in  the  Ashby  Woulds 
District  is  also  supplied  by  this  Water  Board.  The  rest  of 
the  district  depends  upon  wells. 

The  Woodville  and  Overseal  Water  Scheme  has  been 
completed  with  the  exception  of  the  pumping  machinery.  It  is 
intended  to  supply  both  these  parishes  and  could  be  extended 
to  supply  Netherseal  and  Seal  Wood  if  required. 

A well  91  feet  deep  has  been  sunk  in  Hackett’s  field, 
Smisby  Parish,  through  the  Sandstone.  Four  headings  have 
been  tunnelled  below  the  sandstone  and  driven  upwards  through 
it,  totaling  about  150  yards  of  heading. 

The  supply  already  secured  is  96,000  gallons  per  24  hours 
(tested  over  14  da^s).  This  water  is  pumped  to  a tank 
elevated  about  25  feet  above  the  surface  and  situate  at  the 
highest  point  on  the  Woodville  road.  The  water  will  gravitate 
from  this  tank  to  Woodville  and  Overseal.  The  main  pipe 
line  has  been  laid  from  the  well  to  the  tank. 

(2 ) Sewerage  : — 

Overseal  requires  a nsw  system  of  disposal  and  treatment 
of  the  sewage.  The  present  system  is  very  unsatisfactory  the 
site  of  the  filter  beds  and  precipitation  tank  being  too  low. 
The  following  scheme  has  been  submitted  to  the  Rural  District 
Council  by  Mr.  S.  C.  Eagles  and  is  being  considered  by  them. 

Overseal  is  almost  equally  divided  by  a ridge  line 
extending  North  and  South  forming  two  distinct  water  sheds 
on  the  East  and  West  of  the  village  This  division  of  the 
village  necessitates  two  distinct  sewage  outfall  works. 

(3)  Out  jail  Works : — 

The  Out-fall  works  proposed  for  the  Eastern  and 
Western  water  sheds  would  be  practically  the  same  in  size  and 
design  and  could  readily  be  added  to  in  the  future  to  deal  with 
any  increase  in  population 

The  population  of  the  parish  of  Oversea!  in  1921,  was 
2,033,  showing  an  increase  of  10  per  cent  during  the  previous 
ten  yeais.  I therefore  propose  to  deal  with  a population  on 
each  slope  of  1,100,  and  a daily  dry  weather  flow  of  15  gallons 
per  head  (16,500  gallons  per  day  duriug  dry  weather). 


The  Sewage  Outfall  Woiks  proposed  would  consist  of  the 
following  : — The  Sewage  would  be  delivered  into  small 
Chambers,  where  it  would  be  screened  for  removal  of 
insoluable  matters,  and  after  screening  would  flow  along  open 
channel  into  two  Sedimentation  Tanks  designed  to  hold  a 15 
hour  flow  (15  hour  flow — 10,312  gallons)  and  would  each  be 
20  feet  long  by  7 feet  wide  and  from  5 to  6 feet  in  depth. 

Immediately  before  the  passing  of  Sewage  into  Sedimen- 
tation Tanks  a weir  would  be  constructed  on  the  Sewage 
Carrier  to  allow  of  any  volume  over  3 times  the  dry  weather 
flow  to  pass  into  a Storm  W ater  Standby  Tank  holding  one 
quarter  ihe  daily  dry  weather  flow.  Any  volume  over  this 
amount  would  pass  diiect  inio  the  Hoohorough  Brook.  '1  he 
Tank  Effluent  would  pass  into  a Dosing  Chamber  which 
would  hydraulically  drive  automatic  Sewage  Distributing 
Apparatus  similar  to  those  manufactured  bv  Messrs.  W.  E. 
Farrar  & Co  . Birmingham,  which  would  distiibute  the  sewage 
evenly  over  the  surface  of  Percolating  Bacterial  Filter  Beds 
constructed  out  of  ground.  These  Filters  would  be  three  in 
number,  45  feet  diameter  and  5 feet  average  depth  (885  cubic 
yards),  would  be  filled  with  suiiable  graded  filtering  media, 
laid  over  concrete  floors  and  provided  with  under  drains  to 
to  convey  the  Filtered  Effluent  into  open  Effluent  Channels, 
(at  55  gallons  per  cubic  yard  will  purify  46,500  gallons  sewage). 

The  walls  to  Filters  could  be  economically  constructed  of 
dry  laid  rubble  obtainable  in  the  District  and  the  Filtering 
Media  could  also  be  obtained  which  would  greatly  deciease 
cost.  The  Filtered  Effluent  after  passing  through  Smail 
Humus  Chambers  would  be  discharged  into  the  Brook.  Pro- 
vision would  be  made  for  drawing  off  Sludge  from  Tanks  and 
raising  this  to  Sludge  Drying  Beds. 

The  Area  occupied  by  these  Omfall  Works  woul  1 be  in 
both  cases  just  over  half  an  acre. 

The  total  estimated  cost  would  be  about  £10,850,  but  one 
half  could  be  undertaken  first  and  the  other  at  a later  date. 

(4)  Scavenging: — 

In  Overseal  is  still  improving. 

In  Woodville  greatly  improved.  In  both  cases  it  is  carried 
out  by  private  contract. 

In  Ticknall — Smisby  disposal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by 
the  tenants. 


(5)  Housing : — 


Thirty  one  houses  under  subsidy  have  been  erected  at 
Oveiseal  and  Midway.  Ten  by  private  enterprise  without 
subsidy  in  Woodville,  Hartshorne  and  Overseal.  These 
new  houses  however  are  not  in  any  way  meeting  the  need  of 
the  district  or  relieving  the  overcrowding  that  exists. 

A Housing  Scheme  is  under  consideration  for  providing 
25  houses  at  Woodville,  25  in  Overseal  and  10  in  Netherseal. 
An  architect  has  been  appointed  to  get  out  plans  for  these. 

(6)  Conversion  of  Privies  : — 

Thirteen  have  now  been  converted  in  Woodville  and  16 
more  have  been  notified  for  conversion. 

(7)  Paving  of  Back  Yards  : — 

Is  satisfactory  throughout  the  district. 

(8 ) Premises  Controlled  by  Regulations  : — 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  are  regularly  inspected 
and  in  good  order. 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses. 

(9)  Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation  : — 

Is  provided  at  Swannington  by  the  Leicestershire  Isolation 
Hospital  Committee  for  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  at  Ibstock 
for  Diphtheria  and  Typhoid. 

There  is  no  provision  for  isolation  of  Small  Pox  in  the 
County  so  cases  have  been  sent  to  Nottingham  Small  Pox 
Hospital  by  special  arrangement. 

(10)  Overcrowding  : — 

There  is  a good  deal  of  overcrowding  which  cannot  be 
remedied  until  further  nouse  accommodation  is  provided. 

(11)  Examination  of  Food  : — 

Under  the  Meat  Regulations  1924  (Public  Health  Act) 
12  carcases  have  been  inspected  and  eleven  condemned  and 
destroyed.
